Art, Science, 
Prudence, Wiſdom, and Underſtinding z we may juſtly add 2 
fixth, viz, Experience, which 1s defined to be the apprehenſj- 
on and memory of the ſame things often obſerved in the 
ſame manner, as that the L.4ſtone draws Iron, that Anbarb 
purges Choller,that a red morning 1s the forerunner of a wet day, 

&:, Now this Experience ( which ws the Foundation not only 
of 4ſtrology,but moſt other Natural $c#ences and Art5)is threes 
fold, Intelle&ual, Senfible, and mixt or Rational ; the firſt 
belonging ro Spirits and the underſtanding of man only ; the 
ſecond is common to man and beaſts ; the laſt only proper to 
man, being the knowledge of a thing partly Senſible, and 
partly Intelligible, whereunto doth the Senſitive and Intel» 
leftive powers do concur. The Ignorance or Nonobſervance 
of this laſt kind of experience, having been the occafion of 
many a vain obje&ion againſt 4ſtro/ogy, give me leave to ex» 
plain it with this fafſiliar Example. A Phy/tian viſiting a pa+ 
tient troubled with #'orws, ought firſt ro know the Diſcaſe af- 
tii&ing; but the zorms appear not to h1s Senſes, only he ſees 
the ſigns and effe&s of them, whence he truly pronounces 
the ſick to be affli&ed with w#erms, his Senſes reaching the 
External apparent ſigns, and his Reaſon and Underſtanding 
the Latent Worms, which yet 1t could not have done unleſs by 

ſome ſenſible means, as Secing, Reading, Hearing, or the like, 
1t had been before informed that ſuch ſ1gus were the Indices

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of ſuch a diſtemper. So in Aftrology, rhat F in the Hors. 
ſcope, makes a Native bold or revengeſul, and in the 8k 
threatens him. with a volert death , 1s known by Rational tr.
